Having had bitter ex periences as 
a revolt o f butting into the last Eur-

w a r and seeing a strong prob­ 
ability o f another m a jo r E urop ea n 
t i if! at. 
the Am erican 
Congress, a 
ft vv years ago, passed a law design-

keep u> « ut of all fu tu re E u r o ­ 
pean tests o f military strength. The 
ai t. doubtless, was far from perfect. 
However, 
it 
held 
good 
while 
Italy 
subjuga ted 
Ethiopia,

devastated 
Spain. 
Had 
our 
neutrality 
act 
been 
amended so as to open up trade with 
the 
belligerents of 
these 
wars 
the 
beneficiaries 
would 
have 
been 
the 
ones we did 
not favor, 
viz: 
Italy, 
Franco and Japan. W e were neutral 
then to the point of losing business 
because w e could not help the one? 
we 
fa vored 
by 
the 
mere 
act 
of 
amending. Y e t to have amended our 
neutrality law then would have en ­ 
tailed no danger of us gettin g into 
it ourselves, because Ethiopia, L oy al­ 
ist Spain, and China could not make 
w a r on us. 
Hence, we decided the 
law w a s a good one as it did give 
negative help at least to the ones we 
favored. 
Now, 
that 
England 
and 
France 
the so-called democracies, have again 
engaged G e r m a n y in w a r we amend 
our neutrality law because to amend 
it will, in all probability, be helpful 
to the ones we fa vor— England and 
Fian ce. And, this time, amendment 
could 
get 
us 
into the 
conflict. 
In 
fact, it m a y do so, because ev ery one 
knows 
the 
prim ary 
purpose 
o f 
am en dm ent w as to give aid and c om ­ 
fort to one side only. 
Just now the volume of business 
and resultant profits are no doubt 
tempting, 
especially 
in 
munitions. 
But 
such 
business and 
profits 
are 
secon dary causes. Had the new law 
I sen certain to give ad vanta ge s to 
G e r m a n y there would have been no 
ex tr a 
session 
o f Congress and, 
of 
course, 
no 
amendment. 
Ther efore , 
the new law is clearly an overt act, 
an unneutral act. It is the first step 
toward gettin g involved in the war. 
Despite the fa c t that England and 
F ran ce repaid us befor e with insults 
for the blood and treasure we gave 
them. w e, as a people, are still ov er­ 
whelm ingly in sy m path y with them 
as against Ger many. T o this extent 
the now law is in harm ony with the 
feelii gs o f the American people. On 
tFit -.thor hand, the American people 
are m or e unanimous in their desire 
to stay out this time than they are 
as in which side m ay win.
